Within  its  walls  is  car- 
ried on  the  teaehiiiu'  work  of  the  Cniv.-rsily  which  so  far  is  limited 
to  science. 

The  Sites  of  Other  Universities. 

One  of  the  most  fundamental  n.'ccssit ie>  of  aii>  utiiversity  is  a 
suitably  situated  ami  suftii'iently  larize  site.  The  size  of  the  site 
required  for  a  mo.itTU  institution  can  best  lie  indicated  \>\  ciuotin^' 
a,  few  examples.  Madison,  in  Wisconsin,  has  4tiO  acres  and  (.'or- 
iiell  something  like  ;5l)(l  acres.  When  the  writer  was  visitiiii:  the 
Cuiversity  of  Minnesota  at  .Miiiiieaiiolis,  he  was  informed  thiit 
the  site  covered  o.j  acres  and  that  hopes  were  entertained  that  it 
would  bi'  eonsiiU'rnbly  extended.  The  rniversity  of  Birming:ham 
has  a  central  site  of  several  acres  which  has  become  much  too 
small.  A  uenerous  citi/.en  ,i:ave  the  I'lii versify  '25  acres  in  one  of 
the  suburbs.  Ipon  this  site  the  new  buildintrs  are  ixo'iuix  up  but 
already  the  iusutiliciency  of  the  2.j  acres  is  ([iiite  certain  and  a 
larfie  plot  of  new  land  will  have  to  be  procured  for  students'  resi- 
dences, athletics  and  so  forth. 

Miscalculations  of  Older  Universities, 

Many  of  the  oldt>r  universities  have  sadly  miscalculated  the 
extent  of  >.'roond  which  has  proved  uoeessary  for  their  develop- 
ment. Glasi,'ow  UniversitN,  for  instance,  had  to  make  an  exjieii- 
sive  move  from  the  centre  of  the  town  some  thirty  years  atro  in 
order  to  allow  of  cxiiansion.     But  even  then  the  institution  chose

111  me  personally.  The  eonceiisiis  of  diss;itisfaetion  appears  to  h.- 
very  general  if  nut  eoiiiph'te. 

From  ii  stiid>'  of  l!ie  desehipnient  of  ether  nnivnsities,  it  must 
surel\-  he  admitted  thai  the  ])!-esent  site  of  our  o\\  n  is  far  too  sinall. 
\Vi-  eaniiot  afford  to  itriiore  this  faet.  and  in  diseiissin.ir  the  future 
pi'liey  of  the  Fniversity  it  on^dit  earefiilly  to  he  horne  in  mind. 
We  should  be  laekinL'  in  the  most  elementary  wisdom  if  we  disrt;- 
y:arded  the  jdain  ti'aehinir  i:i\en  liy  the  experience  of  older  in- 
stitutions.

Let  us  clioose  a  lari.'e  ~ile.  ample  for  all 
future  needs,  and  erect  upon  it  such  buildings  as  we  can  afford, 
and  leave  t"  other  generations  the  task  of  eomjiletiu}.'  a  seheme 
worthy  of  what  is  surely  destined  to  be  a  trreat.  a  prosperous  and 
probably  a  wealthv  provinee.  Tin'  L'eneratiori  of  Manitolians  has 
the  [irivilcL'e.  if  it  will,  (d'  doing  a  great  ser\-i('e  both  to  its  present 
and  its  future  sons  and  dautrliters. 

Lord  Stratlioona  and  others,  whose  knowledge  and  expei'ience 
ar"  larire,  believe  that  Tanada  will  (me  day  have  a  population  of 
10(1, OOil, 000  people.  Long  before  that  time  she  will  need  many 
■2Ti'iit  I'niversities  which  will  eipial  in  standnrd  the  best  in  Ger- 
many. Enirland  or  the  I'uited  States.  Where  are  tliey  to  be  situ- 
ated? Siirel"  one  of  the  best  should  find  its  iilace  in  the  capital 
of  this  richly  dowered  Province,  in  tlie  middle  id'  thi  irreat  high 
wavs  whiidi  unite  the  east  and  west.
